Applicant believes the present invention is novel and non-obvious for at least 
the following reason. Applicant's invention accesses and displays a second page 
when the user does not access an original page for a certain period of time. Upon 
detecting a user access the browser changes the displayed content back to the 
original page.

3. (Currently amended) An advertisement delivery 
system for automatically delivering advertisements to a 
viewer computer terminal via a network, comprising; 

an information receiving program embedded in an 
HTML formatted content which is obtained by the viewer 
computer terminal via the network, 

wherein advertisement information, which is 
delivered in response to access by the viewer computer 
terminal, is displayed on a screen of the viewer computer 
terminal in the case where it is judged that an entering 
operation is not executed for said HTML formatted 
content obtained by the viewer computer terminal via the 
network for a predetermined period of time by said 
information receiving program and switch back to an 
original content when said entering operation is executed, 
after the HTML formatted content having said 
information receiving program embedded is displayed on 
the viewer computer terminal.
